The peril was sought to be impressed in 
many different ways in the hope that 
fatalities and injuries 


Ironi this cause would be reduced, if not be practically e l i m i n a t - 
ed. 
Notwithstanding the effort made records of t h e Pennsyl- 


vania System show t h a t in ihe first three months 
of the cam- 


paign accidents at crossings of tracks of t h a t corporation, in- 
stead of being lessened, increased HO per cent in comparison 
with the same period a year ago. 


This would seem to indicate that warnings are mil'heeded, 


that such efforts arc useless. 
J.'erhaps the prominence given, to
